Scope of the Blue Sky Law 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


“Th® Blue Sky law of California stands alone. 
It 
has neither ancestors or forefathers. 
There is no 
other law like it and I do not know w hether it will 
ever have a successor.” 
This is the way that Com­ 
m issioner of Corporations Carnahan opened an ad­ 
d ress in which he detailed the workings of the new 
law which was enacted by the last legislature. 
Ile 
was speaking before the Cham ber of Mines and Oil 
at its annual banquet at the Sierra Madre club. Con­ 
tinuing he said: 
“The California law is Hie most reasonable and fair 
w ith reference to corporations of any I have seen. It 
will stand any attack as to its constitutionality. It 
is not so sw eeping and Is broader than any other 
a<;t which I have lately considered. 
Essentially it 
dem ands that corporations shall do a fair, just equit­ 
able and honest business. 
It Is designed in great 
part to protect the credulous investor, who might 
be preyed upon by the stock seller. 
I want you to 
help me boost legitim ate business and kick illegiti­ 
m ate business in the face. 
"The next few years are to be a golden age for the 
corporations. 
We do not w ant to put one stone in 
the way of legitim ate enterprise. 
California needs 
and w ants corporations. 
But we want to separate 
the black sheep from the w hite. 
We want to protect 
the credulous investor. 


"In tho beginning our policy will bo to be very 
generous in the m atter of permits. 
If every applica­ 
tion for a perm it to organize a corporation is granted, 
California v in be in no worse position than before 
Hie act was passed. 
It would be impossible to ex­ 
am ine into livery application for a permit. 
I think 
corporations intending to engage in a speculative 
venture should be allowed to operate. 
The certainty 
or probability of dividends being paid by a company 
should not be- considered in the granting of a permit. 
Men have a right to take a chance, for lf it were 
not for the chances which somebody took in drilling 
an oil well aw ay from everybody else, or sinking a 
shalt in new territory, we would not have the oil or 
mining industries as they ure today. 
But I believe 
investors should be acquainted with the fact that 
the enterprise is speculative and that they ure put­ 
ting their money in a gamble. Furtherm ore, I do not 
believe a corporation has a right to go out and sell 
stocks unless it has a place to put a hole In the 
ground. 
"The vigilance of the comm issioner should increase 
as the securities approach the investm ent class. 
He 
should see that more is hack of them. He should find 
out w hether a company will be able to meet the inter­ 
est payments on its bonds before he allows them to 
be issued. 
The investor in securities of the higher 
•type is anticipating a g reater assurance of returns; 
(consequently he should be safeguarded to a greater

The Olive Heights citrus fruit association of Or­ 
ange county is building a new packing plant in Santa 
Ana which from a standpoint of light and ventilation, 
it fs *atd, win have no rival in Southern California. 
What is claimed to be one of th e largest yields of 
lemons ever produced by a single lemon tree In one 
season, was made this year by a tree standing in the 
yard Of T. F. Frye of Sutter City. ‘ The owner picked 
2800 lemons off the free. The 2800 or 283 and one- 
third dozens, were sold by Frye at 15 
cents per 
dozen. 
The tree has a spread of about twenty-five 
feet and stands about thirty feet high. 
Ah increase of 124,000 in the amount paid oat for 
cream during 1914 over the year previous is noted 
in the annual report of the 
Visalia 
Co-Operative 
Creamery. 
The report shows th at a total of 8,116, 
550 pounds of cream was delivered to the concern in 
Visalia, which produced 952,010 pounds of butter fat 
and from which, in turn, 1,175,835 pounds of butter 
were churned. 
This butter sold for about 8320,500. 
Of this amount the dairymen 
of 
the 
Immediate 
Visalia section received 1296,910, the average price 
for cream being 34 cents per pound. 
The irrigation system being constructed in Shasta 
valley, Siskiyou county, for the w atering of 20,000 
acres of land, is being rapidly completed. 
The en­ 
gineers in charge of the work are confident that the 
system will be supplying water to a great portion of 
the land the coming spring. It haa been found that 
a comparatively slight additional expense will extend 
the present system so as to include 12,000 acres ad­ 
jacent. The completion of this work will add 32,006 
acres of irrigated land to the county’s total. 
March 20, Orange Day, has been declared a hoi!- 
,day by Governor Johnson. Los Angeles will sell one 
million oranges on that day. 
The idea of Orango 
Day is, that for Just one day out of the year the peo­ 
ple of the state do nothing but think, cat and dream 
oranges. Every family buys a dozen or more oranges 
for 
thoir 
own use. 
They drink orangeade, give 
oranges to their friends, and send boxes of one dozen 
choice oranges to their friends in the east. 
‘‘There is practically no branch of the fruit in- 
dusty of California,” says the Department of Agri­ 
culture, "that has reached a more substantial basis 
than the growing of French prunes. The crop is 
easily raised, and has very few, if any, pests to con­ 
tend with. The valley lands and portions of the hills 
bordering each side of the Sacramento valley are 
sure crop producers,' and the income Is always sure 
to show a handsome and substantial profit.” 
According to figures given out at Porterville Tu­ 
lare county now leads California in acreage of citrus 
fruits. The total area planted to citrus fruits of all 
kinds is now 42,000 acres, about 2000 acres more 
than San Bernardino county, which 
formerly 
held 
the record. 
It is estimated that when all orchards 
now out In Tulare county are at their maximum, the 
output of oranges from that county alone will be 
more than 20,000 cars. 
Creameries In Stanislaus county are prospering. 
During the month of January the W est Side Dairy­ 
man's Association shipped 172.650 pounds of cream, 
the Newman Creamery 45,000 pounds of butter fat, 
the Central Creamery 1000 pounds butter, the Na­ 
tional Ice Cream Company 4272 pounds of butter fat, 
the Oakland Creamery 1060 cans of cream and the 
Russell Creamery 72,000 pounds of cream. 
One hundred thousand acres of lima beans will be 
grown this year in the five southern counties of Cal­ 
ifornia, viz.: Ventura, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, 
Orange and San Diego counties. 
Last year's crop, 
1,500,000 bags of 80 pounds each, was valued at $6,- 
000,000. This year the crop Is estim ated at 2 000,009 
bags, in value $8,000,000. 
Battle Creek fish hatchery, near the junction of 
the creek with the Sacramento river, reports this 
the most successful season in 
twenty-five 
years. 
There are at present over 5,000,000 salmon being fed 
a t the hatchery, and plans are being made to feed 
over 15,000 000 more of the new hatch, which will be 
ready in the course of a few weeks. Tbere were 22,- 
000,600 aal mon eggs planted last fall. 
Major J. A. Drifflll, manager of the California in­ 
terests of the American Beet Sugar Company, one of 
the biggest sugar manufacturers 
of 
the 
Uuited 
States, with factories in Colorado, Michigan and Cal­ 
ifornia, has leased land from W. J. Hole between 
Riverside and Corona on the Pacific Electric railroad 
and has begun the plowing of that land for the rais­ 
ing of sugar boots. 
Official figures for Glenn county show a gratifying 
growth in the farming district for the past two yours. 
The Project census shows a population on irrigated 
farms of 1333, as cornered with 896 in 1913. 
The 
most noticeable increase along any line is that for 
dairy stock, which totals 2459 as against 1384 for 
1913. 
Forty-nine new farms were developed during 
the year. 


The Ehman Olive Company, of 
Olinda, 
Shasta 
county, will set out 612 acres to olives, interset with 
peaches. 
Tire trees for this extensive planting are 
now being examined by the County 
Horticultural 
Commissioner. 
This company is the owner of 1800 
full-bearing trees. The entire 1800 acres will be set 
to olives. 
A. B. Comfort, Guernsey, Kings county, is develop­ 
ing one of the largest chicken ranches in that sec­ 
tion. He now has on hand 3000 thoroughbred fowls, 
mostly of the Rhode Island Red variety, and lias or­ 
dered 2000 baby chicks from a finn in Petaluma. Mr. 
Comfort expects to raise at least 20 000 chickens on 
his ranch this year., 
Shasta county farmers are going into wheat rais­ 
ing this season on a much larger scale than ever 
before. 
The high price of the staple as a result 
of tire European wrar is the cause. Farm ers who have 
never gone farther than to raise wheat for hay are 
sowing every spare acre to wheat 
that 
will 
be 
ripened. 
The grazing permits to be issued to stockmen for 
grazing on public lands of California for 1915 will 
aggregate nearly a million meat animals. There will 
be 212,000 cattle and horses, 505,750 
sheep, 
8000
